Team Hammer won the WERA/ 
Dunlop National Endurance Ser- 
ies Six-Hour held June 2 at Road 








Atlanta. Although they had as 
much as an eight-lap lead, Team 
Hammer finished three laps ahead 
after encountering electrical prob- 
lems. Those teams running behind 
the leader and crashing included 
Quester/Sullivan, Po Folks Rac- 
ing, and enough other teams that 
the race was shortened to five 
hours. 


Team Husky’s Mike Melton was the 
overall winner of the 125-mile, June 
3 AMA National Enduro hosted by 
the Mt. Baker M.C. near Bellingham, 
Washington. Melton dropped 11 to 
take the event, two better than team- 
mates Dave Bertram and Terry Cun- 
ningham, who finished second and 
third. 


Kawasaki rider Jim Vreeke won 
his fourth straight in the ARRA/ 
Willow Springs Superbike Series, 
run June 3 at the Rosamond, Cali- 
fornia, track. Vreeke, sponsored 
by Ontario Moto-Tech, Arai, ND 
and Dunlop, rode a GPz750. Se- 





cond overall, riding a GPz550 
against the 750 Superbikes, was 
Todd Brubaker, who also broke 
the 600cc class track record. Third 
overall went to Larry Shorts, pilot- 
ing a Honda. 


With the Baja in Barstow 500km 
being run in Lucerne Valley, Cali- 
fornia, the team of Dan Smith and 
Dan Ashcraft took the overall win on 
a Team Husqvarna 500 XC. Second 
overall, just seven minutes back, was 
the Bruce Ogilvie/Chuck Miller team, 
riding a Honda XR500. Tops in 
Class 21, on a Husky, were Dave 
Chase and Brett Howell, also third 
bike overall. They were followed by 
David Wasden and Ed Pierce, moun- 
ted on a Yamaha. Class 20, the 125cc 
bikes, was headed by Ed and Jeff 
Foland, riding for Cagiva North 
America. Steven Buckley and David 
Burgess were second on a Honda. 
Complete coverage next week. 


Randy Green, who is becoming 
recognized as a major flat tracking 
force in the northwest, won both 
the Sidewinders and the Castle 
Rock TT events this past weekend.

Time for a crusade against 








Drugs and racing

Drugs and racing. They've been 
around, sometimes a little, sometimes 
alot. They've been showing up more 
lately, maybe one guy in 50; the fa- 
mous Superbike pilot who paraded 
around Daytona with two white rings 
inside his nostrils; the club racer who 
smoked dope, drank a beer and 
promptly rammed another rider at 
Riverside. The same guy took out a 
bunch of other-riders one day at Wil- 
low; he showed up months later say- 
ing he had reformed, but his idea of 
reformation included selling coke in 
the pits. 

Guys who ride loaded have no 
guts; they’re afraid they’re not good 
enough without drugs. They're fools, 
and worse than that, they're danger- 
ous. 

They need to be eliminated, rooted 
out, banned. 

I've always felt that way, especially 
after seeing coke ruin the life ofa guy 
I raced with five years ago. 

But here's the strongest word on 
drugs I’ve seen, and it comes from 
Keith Code, the road racing guru 
who had a hand in helping Eddie 
Lawson and Wayne Rainey go fast, 
the man who’s taught thousands of 
riders at his California Superbike 
School sessions. Sixteen years ago 
Keith Code, by his own admission, 
had taken every drug there was. Six- 
teen years ago Keith Code had a 
needle in his arm, and had for eight 
years. 

But then, in 1968, Code says he 
looked around and realized that all 
his drug-using buddies from the eight 
years were either dying or hospital- 
ized or getting there fast. Code 
stopped using, and hasn’t touched a 
drug since. 

Nobody is more qualified than 
Code to talk about the effect of drugs 


on racing; nobody is more down on 
drugs. 
Here’s what he has to say. 
.. Editor 


It was a well-attended club race 
at Willow Springs Raceway, a 
perfect day for racing. My atten- 
tion was grabbed by three guys 
sitting in an expensive European car 
at the entrance to the pit lane — one 
of the three wore leathers. Something 
looked strange...1 couldn’t put my 
finger on it...until I noticed one guy 
pass a joint around to the rider sitting 
in the front seat. 

Right in plain sight. 

I rushed over to the car and 
screamed. “What the f**k do you 
think you’re doing here? You aren't 
in control when you're high and you 
know it. If you takea hit on that joint 
I'll personally see that you never race 
in California again, I promise you!” 

I said more unkind words as well. 
Only afterwards did I notice the size 
of the two other guys. They could 
have made dog’s breakfast out of me; 
but they didn’t even say a word. They 
knew it was wrong. 

People who have responsible jobs 
should not take drugs. Racing is a 
responsible job. Close racing takes 
all the attention that even the best 
racers can muster and the best racers 
in this world do not take drugs, count 
on it. While stoned a person is barely 
qualified to listen to rock and roll 
music through head phones in their 
living room, and even that’s debatable. 

In racing there have always been 
the good guys and the bad guys, the 
users and the non-users. The subject 
rarely, if ever, makes it into print, but 
everyone who is on the scene knows 
who is doing what. Fortunately, the 
good guys outnumber the bad guys.

Unfortunately the bad guys either 
don’t think that racing is enough ofa 
high, or worse, that drugs will actu- 
ally improve their racing perfor- 
mance. 

Current medical evidence conclu- 
sively indicates that toxins stay in the 
body in some quantities; that includes 
medical drugs, street drugs, pesticides 
and any one of a possible 70,000 
compounds currently being manu- 
factured. Further, there is also proof 
that these chemical compounds can 
and do release themselves from fatty 
tissue, especially during times of high 
stress. Like racing. For many people 
the release of some stored compound 
just gives them a bad day. Fora racer, 
a bad day might be slow or it might 
be his last. 

There is substantial evidence that 
some top riders in the U.S., are into 
what the world around us laughingly 
calls “recreational drugs.” Namely, 
cocaine and marijuana. 

I have noticed the inconsistency in 
these rider’s performance over the 
past years. 

There is substantial evidence that 
some serious accidents that have oc- 
curred on the road racing circuits 
around the country, both on the club 
and national level, are drug related. It 
doesn’t have to be snorting coke the 
minute before going out on the track; 
drugs just chip away at your talent 
and your well-being a little at a time. 

Drugs make you forget who you 
are in little ways. Everyone who uses 
them knows he is getting away with 
something. Everyone who is using 
them now on the circuit will fur- 
iously protect his right to use drugs. 
“Tt isn’t up to anyone to tell me what 
I can do with my own mind and 
body!” or “It’s not as bad for you as 
smoking cigarettes or being an alco- 
holic!” or “Hey, I just like to party a 
little.” 

That is what he will say to himself 
and his stoned friends. 

People who sell drugs are crimi- 
nals. They don’t care how well you 
are doing. They don’t care if you fall 
down or not. Drugs are one of the 
biggest businesses in the world. There 
is an incredible PR campaign de-

I spoke with Eddie Lawson about 
drugs and racing and he said, “Tak- 
ing drugs and racing is crazy. I don’t 
want toride with those guys and usu- 
ally I don’t have to.” If you use drugs, 
your fellow competitors look down 
on you for what you do, and I haven't 
noticed any drug users beating Eddie 
recently, or ever. 

Drugs all by themselves can ruin 
and will ruin a man’s riding, even if 
he does everything else right. A rider 
using drugs should look at his rid- 
ing, his lap times and his performance. 
Is it getting better? It is supposed to. 
Is the performance of the other guys 
out there who are using getting bet- 
ter? Are you beating someone this 
year you couldn’t beat last year? Are 
you faster or is he slower? Does he 
party more than you? Take a look. 

This month of June coming up is 
going to be hard with three National 
races in a row. There isn’t going to be 
much time to relax in between times. 
Using drugs promotes mistakes. No- 
body wants to make mistakes on the 
track. This sport doesn’t need any 
problems it doesn’t already have. 

The guys out there racing and 
doing drugs know who they are. I 
know who they are, too, most of them. 
I like them as people, and because 
they are racers, they are special to me. 
Racing is my life. 

I like them but I don’t respect them. 

As for someone who sells or offers 
drugs to racers, whether they are a 
racer or not; I hate them, they are 
criminals and are going to hurt my 
friends. 

Get out of drugs or get out of racing.

Castor/alcohol mix 


In response to the article in the 
June 6 Cycle News regarding two- 
stroke seizures with alcohol blend 
gasoline, water is not the major cul- 
prit. It is the simple fact that mineral 
(petroleum) base oils and some syn- 
thetics are not blendable with alco- 
hol which causes a very definite sepa- 











ration. 

While I am not in a position to 
quote for other brands of castor lub- 
ricants, ““Blendzall”’ got its name 25 
years ago for its ability to mix with 
gasoline and alcohol. The water in 
the alcohol causes no problem. 

An alcohol mix of 20 to 30% has 
been used very effectively in events 
where its use is permitted, with no 
seizures. No adverse effects to seals or 
other components have been noted. 
However, we have received reports 
that a good grade of straight gasoline 
is preferable to the gas-alky combina- 
tion on sale at the pumps.

An estimated 70,000 spectators witnessed 
Kawasaki’s Jeff Ward score his third career 
Supercross win after spending the first 17 
laps of the main trailing last year’s winner, 


Broc Glover at the Miller High 


Life Superbowl of Motocross. 
“It got a little close at the end, 
more than I wanted it to, and I 


started to panica bit. Luckily, I made 
a good move on Broc and got him,” 
said a very happy Ward afterwards. 


Supercross points leader Johnny 
O'Mara maintained his points lead 
after placing a distant third. O’Mara 
spent most of the race behind his fac- 
tory Honda teammate David Bailey, 
but O’Mara finally zapped Bailey 
with only a few turns left. 

Racing was very tight and exciting

throughout the evening, on a course 
many riders felt was too fast and easy. 
Yamaha’s Rick Johnson, who was a 
favorite to win the event, placed a 
disappointing eighth. “The track was 
awful!” said Johnson. “It was too 
smooth with no obstacles and no 
place to pass.” 

“Tt may have been too easy for 
many riders,” said Ward regarding 
the track. “But it wasn’t bad. It defi- 
nitely made for good racing.” 
Qualifiers 

The outcome of the first qualifier 
surprised many people, especially 
O'Mara. O'Mara led from the drop of 
the gate with Suzuki Support rider 
George Holland, Kawasaki’s Billy 
Liles, Yamaha Support rider Danny 
Storbeck and Honda’s Ron Lechien 
pursuing. 

Holland stayed glued to O’Mara’s 
rear fender for the first two laps 
before Liles zapped the Suzuki pilot. 
Liles’ drive didn’t end there. He set 
his sights on O’Mara and started to 
reel in the ““O’Show.”’ With two laps 
remaining, Liles dove underneath 
O'Mara in a tight right turn, taking 
over the lead. “There was a great line 
that I found that hardly anyone was 
using,” said Liles. “I held the inside 
line when I got around him, which 
made it hard for him to get back 
around me. After that, he started 
making mistakes because I think I 
caught him by surprise. With only 
two laps left, it was easy to hold him 
off.” 

Lechien managed to squeeze into 
third ahead of Holland and Storbeck. 

The second qualifier was all Team 
Suzuki's Mark Barnett’s. Barnett 
grabbed the holeshot ahead of Honda- 
mounted Jeff Frisz, Yamaha-mounted 
Fred Andrews and Johnson. By the 
end of the first lap, Johnson had con- 
trol of second, while Barnett opened 
up a few seconds on the pack. Barnett 
didn’t give Johnson any slack. John- 





son's hopes for the win ended when 
he tangled with a haybale, which 
gave Barnett a 10-second lead. John- 
son finished second ahead of Kawa- 
zakuz Kent Howerton, Frisz and Team 
Tamm’s John Whelchel. 

Glover and Ward put on an excit- 
ing battle in the third qualifier. Ward 
stole the holeshot, but Glover edged 
his way into the lead by stuffing it by 
Ward. Ward's teammate Goat Breker 
followed in third ahead of Team 
Tamm’s A.J. Whiting and Yamaha 
Support rider Pete Snorteland. 

Glover could only gain a few bike- 
lengths on Ward during the next two 
laps. Meanwhile, a few seconds behind 
the leaders, a duel started to take form 
between Breker and Whiting. Up 
front, the Glover/Ward dogfight re- 
mained in high gear, but when the 
checkered flag flew, it was Glover 
inches ahead of Ward. Breker kept 
Whiting at bay to capture third. 
Snorteland finished fifth. 

The fourth qualifier saw holeshot 
artist Jeff Hicks jam to an early lead, 
while Yamaha-mounted Rodney 
Smith, Bailey and Hicks’ Team Tamm 
teammate, Alan King, pursued. 

Hicks amazingly stretched his lead 
to about three seconds over Bailey, 
who had passed Smith during the 
first lap. It took five laps before Bai- 
ley, the ’83 Supercross Champion, 
founda way around Hicks. Once Bai- 
ley had the lead, Hicks began to fade 
and let King and Yamaha’s Keith 
Bowen by. Bowen did so at the turn 
before the finish. 


Quarter finals 

Fred Andrews took the win in the 
first quarter final but not without 
heavy pressures from Suzuki-mounted 
Brent Blount and Yamaha Support 
rider Mike Beier.

Suzuki-mounted Gary Denton 
roosted into the lead at the start of the 
second quarter final, while Team 
Tamms Eric Eaton, Larry Brooks 
and Zoli Meszaros, all three on Hon- 
das, chased. 

During the second lap, Denton 
surrendered his lead through the 
whoops section to Eaton. As Eaton 
started to pull away, Brooks began to 
challenge Denton for second. The 
battle was wild, and when the check- 
ered flag appeared, Brooks made one 
last effort to pass Denton but failed.

Barnett had a fair start but crashed 
in the horseshoe shortly after the 
start, dropping to dead last. He then 
started an exciting rampage through 
the field, while Lechien was busy 
stretching his lead. O’Mara was rid- 
ing conservatively ahead of Johnson, 
who slipped by Holland during the 
first lap. Positions remained the same 
until the checkered, but all eyes were 
focused on Barnett who, with one lap 
to go, needed one more position to 
qualify for the main. Two turns 
before the finish, Barnett launched 
past Storbeck over the “Honda Hima- 
layas” to transfer to the main. 

The second semi featured another 
tough dogfight between Glover and 
Ward. Ward jumped to an early lead 
but was passed by Glover during the 
first lap. Bailey cruised in third fol- 
lowed by King and Hicks. 

Glover again managed to keep Ward 
in his dust throughout the race, but 
Glover could not pull away. Glover 
held on to take the win ahead of 
Ward, Bailey, King and Breker. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


Rodney Smith edged out the win 
in the Last Chance Qualifier after 
dicing with Yamaha-mounted Kenny 
Keylon, Honda pilot Eric Hall and 
Brooks.

between Ward and Glover — and it 
was! Ward put his Kawasaki into the 
lead as soon as the gate dropped, but 
Glover emerged in second followed 
by O’Mara, Bailey, Lechien, Holland 
and Liles. Once again, Glover slipped 
past Ward and set sail. Ward dropped 
a few bikelengths to Glover but that 
was about all. At the same time, Bai- 
ley also found a way around O'Mara 
for third. Barnett and Johnson both 
suffered horrible starts, back around 
17th and 18th. 

At first, it looked as though Glover 
might run away with it, which he has 
a reputation of doing, but Ward 
wasn’t about to let Glover out of his 
sights. The two started to pull away 
from Bailey and O’Mara to about 
three or four seconds. 

Liles started to make a comeback, 
but tangled with a haybale and then 
crashed. “One of the haybale wires 
wrapped around my clutch lever and 
I couldn't get loose,” said Liles. “I 
had to drag the bale until it broke 
apart. The haybale wasn’t too bad, 
but the crash afterwards really hurt 
me. 

Meanwhile, the battle for the lead 
was in full tilt. Nearing the end of the 
race, Ward began putting massive 
pressure on Glover; at times they 
were almost side by side.

LOUISVILLE, KY, JUNE 2 


Ted Boody, with a strong performance, took 
an easy win in the Louisville Half Mile 
National. Following Boody into the winner’s 
circle in the 18th running of the race were 


Camel Pro Series point leader 


Ricky Graham and Scott Pear- 
son. Gary Scott and defending 
AMA Grand National Cham- 
pion Randy Goss rounded out the 


top five. Boody took command on the 
seventh lap and pulled away to a 
comfortable lead. The Graham/Pear- 
son/Scott/Goss confrontation was a 
follow-the-leader freight train to the 
finish. 

The victory, Boody’s sixth National 
win, was his first for Tex Peel Racing 
and jumped the Harley-Davidson 
XR750 rider from seventh to fifth in 
the point standings. Honda’s Gra- 
ham gained ground on Goss and now 
leads him 94 points to 83. Bubba 
Shobert, Scott Parker and Boody fall 
into line at 74, 70 and 64 points, 
respectively. 

Despite the valiant efforts by the 
crew of Bud’s Racetrack Service 
throughout the program, it was 
impossible to groom the track surface 
into a copy of what had produced a 
ride-it-nearly-everywhere track last 





year. The Junior National Champion- 
ship program drew 60 riders in addi- 
tion to the 80 Experts on hand. That 
put too many wheels on the track. 

Missing from the action for the 
fourth National in a row was Harley- 
Davidson’s Jay Springsteen. “Jay was 
sick during the week and we felt it 
was better that he sit this one out,” 
said Harley's Clyde Fessler. 
Time Trials 

Graham, who is surely the hottest 
rider on the circuit at this time, 
showed he was ready to race and 
logged a 24.459-second lap in time 
trials to put his name at the top of the 
qualifying list. Steve Eklund’s 22.263- 
second track record set in 1981 was 
never in jeopardy. Pearson, Goss and 
Boody followed with Fran Brown 
putting his Buffalo H-D/Stevens 
Racing-sponsored Harley in at fifth 
fastest. Peter Hook, at 26.342, earned 
the 48th and final position in the 
program. 


Heats 
Track preparation and a larger 





than anticipated rider entry backed 
up the 8 p.m. starting time to 8:50 for 
the first heat. Anxiously sitting on 
the sidelines near the starting line 
and ready to race was first alternate 
Jimmy Filice. A gearing mistake dur- 
ing qualifying cost Filice a spot in 
the field. He didn’t get to race. 

Graham went for the high line in 
the cushion from the start and almost 
immediately left the rest of the field 
behind. Shobert settled into second 
on the third lap by dropping Deeley 
Harley-Davidson-sponsored Jon 
Cornwell to third. Cornwell and 
Shobert traded second a few times, 
but it was Shobert out front at the 
flag. Graham had eight seconds on 
Shobert at the finish. 

A strong battle shaped up for fourth 
with Iveco-sponsored Harley rider 
Pete Hames edging Tim Mertens. 
Mertens was offered and readily 
accepted the use of Springsteen’s bikes 
at Louisville. 

“T just took it up high and held the 
gas on all the way around the track,” 
said Graham. 

“About halfway through the race I 
pulled both of my tearoffs off,” said 
Cornwell. “I still tried to force Bubba 
to make a mistake, but I couldn't.’ 

Parker, who loves to ride in the 
cushion, went for it on the start of 
heat two and had shaken off Gary 
Scott and Pearson by lap three. The 
Scott/Pearson battle, with Alex Jor- 
gensen in tow, began to close on 
Parker by the halfway point. On lap 
eight, Parker saw his roostertail spew- 


ing ride come to an abrupt end as he 
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went down in a long slide between 
turns three/four. Parker stayed with 
the bike and was quickly up, finish- 
ing llth. 

Meanwhile, Scott saw daylight and 
scooted to the win with Pearson and 
Jorgensen earning tickets to the 
National. 

“T was just cruising up in the 
cushion, having fun,” said Parker. “I 
hit a couple of bumps, the back end 
came around on me and down I went. 
It’s as simple as that. Only you don’t 
want todo that when you're leading.” 

Rookie Mark Hartley and Dan 
Ingram sped away on the start of the 
third heat. Goss was mired in traffic 
after a slow start and was ninth at the 
end of lap one. The champ turned on 
the afterburners and was second by 
the end of lap three. Ingram crashed, 
unhurt, and was out for the night. 
Hartley, on the Smitty’s/Casey Cycle 
City/Sure-Fire-sponsored Harley, felt 
the hot breath of Goss with Number 
One taking over the lead with a pass 
into turn one as they started lap five. 
Goss stretched his lead to the finish 
with Hartley barely edging Steve 
Eklund for second at the flag. 

The fourth heat saw Boody streak 
out front and lead start-to-finish for 
the fastest heat win of the night and 
the pole position for the National. 
Steve Morehead and Terry Poovey, 
riding injured Matt Rozowicz’s bike 
on a one-time deal, put on a good 
show in their battle for second with 
Garth Brow closing in until his engine 
seized. Morehead held the upper hand 
on lap seven, but on lap eight he was 
coasting along the inside rail after his 
engine broke. Randy Texter, on the 
Eastern Harley-Davidson Dealers/ 
Cycle Experts-sponsored Harley, 
inherited third and made sure he 
didn’t make any mistakes for his first 
trip to a National. 


Semis 

There was a good deal of contro- 
versy and confusion before the start 
of the first semi. Scott Parker, in the 
thick of the points race, was on the 
starting line. After many discussions, 
he was allowed to start. ‘“Inadver- 
tently, the line-up for each semi had 
been posted with separate alternates 
rather than one listing of three for 
both,” said AMA’s Bill Boyce. Parker 
was the only rider to show up as an 
alternate from the first two heats, 
even though he wasn’t on the list, 
and got to ride when William Davis 
scratched. 

Parker and Scott Drake gave the 
fans a show with Parker’s high line 
riding in contrast to Drake working 
the groove. In the end, it was Drake's 
low line style which put him in the 
National and Parker in the Last 
Chance Qualifier. Only the winner 
of a semi goes to the National. 

Mike Gilkey, aboard the Mike 
Santrock-sponsored Harley, earned 
his spot in the National with a start- 
to-finish ride in the second semi. 
Johnny Cooper made Gilkey work 
for his win. 

Last Chance Qualifier 

Hames made the best of his final 
chance at making the National with 
a strong winning ride to grab the last 
starting position in the 15-rider field. 
Hames had Mertens and Parker for 
company in the early laps with Parker 
finding his high line wouldn’t work 
and dropping back. Mertens made 
his move for the lead in turn three on 
the final lap, but couldn’t make it 
stick. 


Junior National 

Darryl Miller, aboard a Jim Sehl- 
tuned, Mac’s Machine & Tool/Cas- 
trol/Champion-sponsored Honda 
showed that four-stroke single power 
was the way to go for Juniors at 
Louisville as he took an easy win. 
“Its my first ride on the bike,” said

Miller after a short struggle opening 
the champagne in the winner’s circle. 
“T gota good start, moved around Don 
Estep and was then able to move 
away.” 

The race saw Estep put his Ron 
Wood Racing-sponsored Wood-Rotax 
in front for three laps with constant 
pressure from Miller. On lap four, 
Miller moved around and the two 
stayed close together for another two 
laps. 

Meanwhile, Duane Duvall was on 
the move and beginning to close on 
Estep while holding Anthony Grady 
and Mike Arthur at bay. On the final 
lap of the 12-lap National, Duvall got 
the opening he needed off turn four 
and motored his carb-restricted Harley- 
Davidson of North Texas XR750 
around Estep for second at the flag. 
Arthur edged Grady for fourth. 

“I knew Don was going to guard 
the low line in turn four,” said Duvall. 
“When he did, he left me an opening 
up high and I took it.” 


National 

“Tve been on the pole three times 
this year, counting tonight, and I 
haven’t won a National yet. I think 
it’s about time,” said Boody before 
the start. “The track has changed a 
lot since the heat races. It will be 
interesting to see what strategy some 
of the cushion riders use since the 
track is basically a groove.” 

Boody chose his starting position 
right on the groove, fourth off the 
grandstand side of the track, with 
Graham and Goss sandwiching him. 

Boody got the jump on the start, 
but in the shuffle for position off turn 
two lost out to Graham, Shobert, 
Pearson and Goss with Scott, Poovey 
and Hartley right behind. Boody 
sliced his way through traffic to a 
closing third on lap three behind 











Shobert while Graham stretched his 
lead. By the fourth lap, Shobert was 
pushed back in third with Pearson 
nipping at this heels. 

Graham’s lead diminished as Boody 
picked up ground in the turns. “I’m 
going to try the Jay Springsteen style 
on the start,” Graham said before the 
National. “Go high for a few laps to 
gain some ground and then get down 
on the groove and hold on.” 

“T saw Ricky staying up in the 
cushion and I knew I could make 
ground on him,” said Boody after- 
wards. 

Boody closed in on Graham on lap 
six and moved into the lead coming 
off turn four at the end of lap seven. 
“Ted tapped me twice when he was 
following me,” said Graham. “After 
the second tap, I decided to let him 
past so I could try to force a mistake 
from him. He got away.” 

Boody and Graham rolled along 
easily out front with Boody, after tak- 
ing the lead, almost immediately 
opening up about 20 yards over Gra- 
ham. Shobert was a good distance 
back in third with Pearson, Scott and 
Goss behind. Hames led a dice for 
seventh ahead of Poovey, Hartley and 
Eklund with Gilkey, Texter, Jorgen- 
sen, Cornwell and Drake rounding 
out the field. 

On lap 10, Shobert slipped off the 
groove and immediately dropped to 
fifth. Two laps later, the top five were 
set with Boody safely out front and 
Graham worrying more about hold- 
ing off the challenges of Pearson 
than catching Boody. In turn, Scott 
was hounding Pearson while Goss 
was a short distance back ahead of 
Hames. Shobert lost another two 
places via another off-groove excur- 
sion and was seventh. 

The final eight laps saw the Gra- 
ham/Pearson/Scott/Goss quartet 
play shadow and rubberband, but

without any rider sufficiently sure of 
himself to make any drastic moves to 
pass. 

Poovey got by Shobert for sixth on 
lap 15 after Hames slipped up and 
lost two positions. Eklund got around 
Hames in the closing laps for eighth. 

Boody lofted the front wheel of his 
Harley halfway to the checkered flag 
in a salute to the fans and was just as 
exuberant in his flag waving on his 
victory lap. There were handshakes 
all around among Boody, Graham 
and Pearson before the three moved 
over to winner’s circle and some cham- 
pagne to top off a quick 20 laps. 

“It may have looked like it was 
easy, butit really wasn’t,” said Boody. 
“Tnearly crashed in the early laps and 
that broke my concentration a bit. 
When I saw Ricky staying up high, I 
felt he was going to get tired and I 
knew I could go faster on the groove. 
We bumped a few.times and when I 
passed him between turns three and 
four I think he slipped off the groove 
and I took advantage of it. In the final 
laps I was really taking it easy going 
into and coming off the turns because 
I didn’t want to burn up my tire and 
find I had no traction with a lap or 
two to go.” 

“We really had to hustle to get 
Ted’s bike ready to go,” said his tuner 
Tex Peel. “We didn’t finish working 
on it until 2 a.m. this morning. We 
headed out (from Flushing, Michi- 
gan) soon after that for Louisville.” 

“The cushion was good for the 
first few laps,” said Graham, “but I 
didn’t know what to expect on the 
groove so I stayed up there as long as I 
thought I could. I’ve never been 
known as a groove rider anyway. Ted 
was really running strong and had a 
perfect combination for the track.” 

“Im excited,” said Pearson. “It 
feels good to be back.”’ (Pearson spent 
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nearly all of the 1983 season recover- 
ing from knee surgery.) “I rode my 
own race, made no mistakes and the 
bike really ran strong. I know you 
can’t always name every sponsor, but 
those who are behind me stuck with 
me when times were tough and I owe 
them some recognition. Circle Bell, 
Shoei, Hap Jones, Super Trapp, Car- 
lisle, Megacycle Cams, Esprit, M&M 
Leathers, GP Plastic, Tsubaki, ND 
and Mikuni have all been very good 
to me.” 

KK Motorcycle Supply-sponsored 
Gary Scott, after a disappointing 
showing in Nationals so far this sea- 
son, feels he has broken his string of 
bad luck. “I’m satisfied with fourth,” 
said Scott. “After all the problems up 
to now, fourth is a big improvement. 
I feel better physically than I have all 
year and the bike is running good 
and handling good. Right now I 
can’t ask for anything more. I gambled 
with a soft compound tire and it 
worked, but I wore it out by the end of 
the race.” °

Thorpe scores 
in Sweden

STAFFENSTORP, SWEDEN, 
MAY 20 

Dave Thorpe shot to the top of 
the 500cc MX title chase with 
his first GP win for Honda at 
the Swedish GP. Not only was 


his second moto win Thorpe’s first 
number one GP placing for Honda, 
it gave him the first overall GP win of 
his career and put him in the lead of 
the World Championship standings 
for the first time ever. 

Third in the first race after losing 
out on a race-long battle with cham- 
pionship rival Georges Jobe, Thorpe 
sailed to a clear moto two win, but 
only after fate had intervened on his 
behalf. Holding the lead in the early 
stages after beating off Husqvarna 
rider Leif Persson, Thorpe had team- 
mate Andre Malherbe chasing him 
hard. Malherbe was determined to 
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repeat his first moto victory. 

At around one-third race distance 
when Thorpe’s lead was starting to 
look threatened, Malherbe put his 
hand in the air and pulled into the 
mechanic’s area with a flat rear tire. 
“The tire was cut by a sharp stone 
and I knew that if I didn’t stop it 
would break up,” said Malherbe. 

A quick wheel change had him 
back in action in 25th spot. He fought 
back to 10th, but the delay was enough 
to rob him of the series lead. Wheel 
problems had, however, worked in 
Malherbe’s favor in the first leg. His 
fellow Belgian Honda works team- 
mate Eric Geboers took the lead in 
front of 15,000 sun-baked fans lining 
the Sturup track near Malmo, but 
had to drop out after only three laps 
when the 11 high jumps per lap left 
him with a collapsed wheel and shat- 
tered hopes. 

In fact, Malherbe had only taken a 
spare wheel to the line in race two 
after seeing the problems suffered by 
Geboers in race one. 

The day belonged to Thorpe, who 
admitted afterward that his second 
race win hadn't been as easy as it 
looked. “First I caught the foot I 
injured in Spain a couple of weeks 
ago ina rut and that caused a lot of 
pain,” said Thorpe, “then I'd settled 
into such a rhythm after Malherbe 
had gone out that when Geboers 
started to close in the closing stages I 
couldn’t go any faster.” In the end 
there were no problems for the 21- 
year-old British champion. 

Anxious not to repeat his first race 
disappointment Geboers said, “If I 
had chased harder I could have easily 
broken a wheel again so I decided to 
settle for second toward the end.” @

The record books shall show that Team Hus- 
ky’s Kevin Hines topped the Trask Mountain 
Three-Day Trial for the second year ina row, 
thanks to three days of outstanding riding. 


More than a few riders ques- 
tioned the official scoring, 
however, and suspected it con- 
tained several errors. Austra- 
lian Geoff Ballard, for instance, left 
Trask believing that he'd actually 
had the fastest times in the event. The 
Can-Am rider instead had to be satis- 
fied with the 250cc Intent class win 
and third overall with 2724 points/ 
seconds, behind Hines (2619) and 
Husqvarna’s Mike Melton (2680), both 
on 400WRs. 

Husky’s Mark Hyde and Larry 
Roeseler took the 125cc and Four- 
Stroke classes, with 2879 and 2760 
points, respectively. 

“What I hate is, if you (the rider) 
put a big effort into something, I'd 
like it to be run fairly,” claimed Bal- 
lard. “Somebody can’t beat you by 
that much (in short, simple special 
tests). The difference is incredible. 
And you can’t prove it because they 
say, ‘Well, here’s the numbers,’ but to 
me, it'll never mean that’s right.” 

Even Melton admitted, before scores 


14 were posted, “I’m sure Ballard will 





win it....He finally didn’t have any 
problems and showed how he can 
really ride.” 

Others, naturally, were not con- 
vinced. Said Roeseler, ‘Ballard went 
really fast in the track tests here, but 
we really don’t know how he did in 
the terrain tests. They were rather 
short, but you can still bobble there 
and something can happen.” 


Day one 

Unlike last year’s event, held under 
sunny skies, it rained for a week 
before the start at six on Saturday 
morning. As the 158 riders (36 would 
finish all three days) headed out of 
Mulkey ORV Park — site of impound, 
the motocross course and start/finish 
— a light mist continued to fall. 
Locals and those who had ridden 
Trask in B) knew what lay in the 
mountainous trails ahead — some of 
the slickest mud to be found. 

Actually, the first loop of this ap- 
proximately 150-mile day wasn’t too 
bad, as only a few riders had prob- 
lems. Things got more interesting 
the second time around as the trail 





deteriorated into ruts running 
through the mud and up and down 
every hill. 

The special test took place on the 
first loop between checks three and 
four. All it was, basically, was a fire 
road that sloped downhill then 
climbed gradually. Hines boogied 
through second fastest, according to 
the official score sheet, completing 
the test in an astoundingly quick 332 
seconds (points). More than 40 seconds 
behind was Melton at 366; 250cc 
Intent class entrant Ed Lojak blitzed 
through in 368. Hyde turned in the 
quickest 125cc time with his 382 
while in the Four-Stroke class, Roe- 
seler’s 396 beat Honda-mounted Drew 
Smith by two seconds. Officially, a 
250cc A rider posted the fastest time 
of the day with a 308. 

A number of ridérs DNF day one, 
or at least came close to it. Frank 
Stacy had been running well until 
the second loop when the ignition on 
his XR250 began playing games. 
Rather than risk it dying in some 
remote corner of the course, he elected 
to come back in. Keith Moore was 
another who was running respect- 
ably, buta fall wiped out the radiator 
on his KX125 (to which he had fitted 
a rear disc brake). And one mudhole 
worried Drew Smith when it swal- 
lowed his XR500, costing him a few 
minutes before he could free it and 
dry things out. 


Day two 

The toughest part of the run was 
past, it seemed. Gone were the clouds 
and rain; with the promise of drying, 
tacky trails. Day two used many of 
the same trails but ran the loop 
backwards and was planned as a 170- 
mile day with a three-lap motocross 
at the finish. 

Melton’s day didn’t start well as he 
dropped 10 points off the bat with an 
engine that wouldn't start in the 
required minute. Roeseler lost 10 
points in a similar manner. 

“Snake” made up most of that 
deficit in the special test, though, his 





320 score was the day’s fastest. Lojak 
and Hines tied for next best at 328 
while Jeff Fredette turned a 334 on 
his KDX200. To no one’s surprise, 
Hyde posted a 344, veritable light 
years ahead of the next 125, Husky- 
mounted Brian Mull witha 368. Sim- 
ilarly, Roeseler’s 336 eclipsed Smith’s 
352 and KTM rider John Haaker’s 356. 


Unfortunately for Lojak, he got 
lost after the special test, claiming 
that course markings sent him the 
wrong way. He lost 240 points, or 
four minutes, for the error. 

Still, that was better than Wally 
Wilson’s fate. The 500cc Intent winner 
at Tulsa dropped into a soupy hole 
and almost didn’t make it out. By the 
time he pulled his Husky out of the 
slop, there was water everywhere. He 
pulled the air filter, wrung it out and 
reported, “It looked like a chocolate 
milkshake!” By the time he reached 
the next check, Wilson was 52 min- 
utes late; he also got lost shortly after 
that and houred out. 

Randy Hawkins, a surprising sec- 
ond in Tulsa, also received a DNF. A 
large hole scooped in his Husky 125 
and pinned it upside-down with the 
throttle wide open. He managed to 
kill the engine before it fragged, but 
the slight 16-year-old couldn’t free 
the bike from its trap without help. 
Finally, Fritz Kadlec, Jeff Fredette 
and a Canadian rider stopped and 
helped. 


Less than a mile from the finish, 
though, Hawkins’ engine seized, put- 
ting him out of the race for good. 

The motocross wins went to Hyde, 
KTM pilot Reed Bright, Can-Am’s 
Kevin Brown, Ballard, Lojak and 
Smith. Ballard’s 638 was the fastest; 
Hines, who was in the same heat, 
came out with the day’s second fastest 
time — 642. 


Day three 

A slightly shorter “north” loop 
used meant that day three would be 
about 320 miles, plus a three-lap 
final moto. Except for a few water 
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(Above) Geoff Ballard bested the 250cc Intent class, topping Jeff Fredette 
(below) by 14 points.

crossings, the course had turned nice 
and loamy with a few of the remain- 
ing riders having problems staying 
on time. Hyde did experience a mo- 
ment of excitement when he broke a 
chain and brake rod, though, costing 
him 60 points. More disappointing 
were the two DNFs in 250cc Intent. 
Bright's KTM quit with suspected 
top end problems around check five; 
he had reportedly been on gold. Dri- 
gan Wieder made it to the finish on 
his KTM — barely. A broken shock 
spring meant the motocross was out 
of the question; instead of a medal, the 
medical student had to return to 
Colorado with a DNF. 

Hyde made up for his earlier on- 
course mishap by smoking his moto 
and keeping his class win streak 
intact. Ballard was another clear-cut 
winner, besting Fredette, Kadlec and 
Brown in a day’s best 622. 

Melton took the next race over 
Hines (who earlier had the day’s fast- 
est special test, a 682), Yamaha rider 
Barrett Brown and Husky-mounted 
Ray Mungenast. “Stroker Ace” Roe- 
seler made good on his jubilant pre- 
diction from day two (“I'm gonna 
wheelie on 'em tomorrow!) and 
pulled out a close win over Tony 
Mitchell’s 400 WR. (Both men pleased 
spectators with some stylist clickers 
off the jump.) Lojak, Smith, Bill 
“Bull” Fullmer and Haaker followed 





them in. 

H&H Maico rider “Anxious” Bob 
Schillinger aced the final moto over 
John Blythe, Vern Pacholke and Vic 
Ely, who should probably get the 
“Most Determined to Finish” award. 
Though his time wasn’t fast, he com- 
pleted Trask without a tire and most 
of the spokes in his rear wheel. e

Spencer tops 
Lawsonin Germany

NURBURG, WEST GERMANY, MAY 27 

In a stunning technological leap backwards, 
World Champion Freddie Spencer parked 
his NSR500 V-4 Honda and rode an updated 


version of last year’s works three-cylinder to 


victory over Marlboro Yamaha's | points leader Eddie Lawson and 
18 500cc World Championship Honda rider Randy Mamola in 





the innaugural Grand Prix of Ger- 
many on the new, shortened Nurburg- 
ring. 

Honda’s Ron Haslam was fourth 
and Total/Honda France’s Raymond 
Roche was fifth. Lawson, however, 
still holds a commanding lead in the 
point standings with 69 points to 
Roche's 43 and Spencer’s 42. Mamola 
lies fourth with 32. 

The decision to park the trouble- 
some four-cylinder was made by 
Spencer and his chief mechanic Erv 
Kanemoto after recurring problems 
slowed him in Friday's two qualify- 
ing sessions. A late/night dash was 
made to Honda’s racing headquar- 
ters in Aalst, Belgium, nearly an 
hour’s drive away and former Honda 
rider Marco Lucchinelli’s 1983 RS500 
was picked up and brought to Nur- 
burgring where it was updated witha 
1984 engine and various other parts. 
In the final practice session on Satur- 
day, Spencer easily earned the pole 
position with a blistering one-minute, 
42.75-second lap at 128.06 mph. Law- 
son was second fastest a bit over one 
second back. Heron Team Suzuki's 
Rob McEInea was a surprising third 
with Mamola and Haslam filling out 
the front row. 

The 250cc race was decided in the 
final corner when, much to the dis- 
may of his 80,000 countrymen, Ger- 
many’s Manfred Herweh overshot 
the bend on his Massa Real HR250 
allowing Sonauto Gauloises rider 
Christian Sarron to take his Yamaha 
to his second win in a row and hand- 
ing second to a smiling and thankful 
Martin Wimmer on the Mitsui Marl- 
boro Yamaha. Fourth went to HB 
Yamaha’s Anton Mang with World 
Champion Carlos Lavado, on the 
Venemotos Yamaha, fifth. 

Back to back in sixth and seventh 
were the Marlboro Team Roberts 
Yamahas of Wayne Rainey and Alan 
Carter, the victims of a wrong tire 
choice. Californian Dave Busby also 
had problems and finished 27th. Sar- 
ron strengthened his points lead to 19 
over Spaniard Sito Pons, 54 to 35. 
Mang holds third at 31. 

Garelli’s multi-time World Cham- 
pion Angel Nieto kept his perfect 
record intact by winning his third 
straight 125cc GP. MBA’s Luca Cada- 
lora came second with Eugenio Laz- 
zarini, Nieto’s teammate, third. Nieto 
leads Lazzarini in the title race 45 
points to 32. 

The 80cc race was won by Zun- 
dapp’s Stefan Dorflinger with the 
Huvo Casal of Pier Paolo Bianchi 
second and Seel Real's Gerhard Wai- 
bel third. Bianchi leads Dorflinger 50 
to 46 in the points chase. 

Dutchmen Egbert Streuer and Bern 
Schieders won their second Sidecar 
race followed, this time, by the chair 
of Frenchmen Michel/Rese with Steve 
Webster and Martin Hewitt of Eng- 
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land in third. The Dutch team has a 
perfect 30 points for their two GP 
wins over the 20 of Germans Werner 
Schwaerzel and Andreas Huber. 

Although the “Ring” has been 
redesigned to a length of 2.8 miles 
from almost 15, one thing that hasn't 
changed is the weather. Qualifying 
on Friday was done in mostly damp 
conditions with the temperature just 
over 50 degrees. 

Saturday was better, but barely, 
although the track stayed dry long 
enough for Sarron to improve his 
best lap time for the pole. Wimmer 
and Herweh followed with Rainey 
fourth and Carter eighth. Busby was 
44th. 

“I never really got a fast lap in,” 
said Rainey. “There were a couple of 
accidents and they parked an ambu- 
lance on the fastest line through the 
last corner.” 

Race morning brought no surprises. 
A steely, smoky gray sky covered the 
area with only occasional splashes of 
brightness. The stands, capable of 
holding 120,000 spectators, were a 
patchwork of orange and yellow rain- 
suits anticipating the worst. All of 
the riders on the front row for the 
250cc GP had slicks except for Rai- 
ney, who chose intermediates. 

“They told us they wouldn't stop 
the race if it started torain and I hada 
feeling that it would,” said Rainey. 

“After the warm-up laps I talked to 
the Dunlop guys and they told me the 
slicks didn’t work well in the 
cold so I stayed with the inter- 
mediates.” 

The decision was almost irrelevant 
as the 45-rider field hit the Castrol 
Esses at the end of the 760-yard front 
straight. Between the left and right 
hand bends that make up the chi- 
cane, a multi-rider crash occured and 
Rainey was right in the middle of it 
after a mid-pack start. 

“A rider went down on my right. I 
hit him and I thought I was going 
down,” said Rainey. “Then I fell to 
my left and another rider hit me so I 
just held the throttle wide open and 
took off. I had tire marks on both 
sides of the bike and my boots.” 

Wimmer was out front followed 
closely by Sarron, Carter, Herweh, 
Lavado and Thierry Espie. Herweh, 
Sarron and Wimmer quickly split 
from the rest with the trio of Lavado, 
Espie and Carter following. Rainey 
was finding out his intermediate tires 
were heating up and he cut through 
the field to seventh by lap five. Rai- 
ney caught up to and passed team- 
mate Carter six laps later, but knew 
his chances for a top placing were 
slim. 

“Td go into the turns doing a big 
dirt track slide trying to catch the rid- 
ers in front of me,’’said Rainey. “I 
couldn’t get any acceleration though 
as my tires weren't sticking.” 

Just past halfway, Rainey briefly 
took fourth, but dropped back to 
sixth where he would finish. 

Wimmer was leading narrowly as 
the laps wound down and on the next 
to last lap Herweh got by giving 
Wimmer a friendly tap on the arm as 
he passed. Wimmer was dropped to 
third by Sarron and then Herweh 
gave the win to Sarron in the last 
turn. 

“I went into the turn far too fast,” 
said Herweh. “When I braked on the 
wrong line, Sarron and Wimmer got 
ahead of me. I thought I had a good 
chance to win.” Sarron won by a 
scant 0.13 second over Wimmer. 

“Herweh’s bike had a little more 
power than mine as did Sarron and I 
thought for sure I was going to get 
third,” said Wimmer.“‘I’m happy to 
get the points for second.” 

Mang, Lavado and Rainey were 15 
seconds back with a little over one 
second covering the three. 

“The front tire had no tread left at 








all and it looked like a slick,” said 
Rainey. “The back tire was shredded 
and almost had cord showing. With 
the right tires, I might have been able 
to goasecond anda half a lap faster.” 

Like the 250s, the 500s didn’t get a 
chance to show their stuff until the 
qualifying session on Saturday. The 
way Spencer’s V-4 was running, he 
knew it would be difficult to cut 
Lawson's points lead so he and Erv 
decided to go back to the type of 
machine they won the title with last 
year. 

“We've tried so many changes on 
the Four and, basically, we're mov- 
ing in the right direction,” Spencer 
said. “But we don’t have the mid- 
range power we need and since the 
frame is tuned to the motor it throws 
off the suspension. Then, the steer- 
ing and tires don’t work right. I'd 
rather ride the four-cylinder because 
it’s hard for the mechanics to switch 
bikes.” 

There was speculation in the pits 
that the move would alienate Spencer 
from Honda, but he said that “the 
most important thing to Honda is 
the World Championship. They did 
agree that we should try the three- 
cylinder.”’ 

Lawson held a comfortable mar- 
gin after the third qualifying session, 
but the fourth session was ideal and 
Spencer went to work. “I knew we 
could go a lot quicker than this 
morning’s session. We basically just 
put in a transmission we thought 
would be close and in the final ses- 
sion we were a lot better prepared,” 
said Spencer. 

Lawson was thinking along the 
same lines. “I know I can go a lot 
faster, but we were trying some dif- 
ferent things in the last session so my 
third session was fastest,” said Law- 
son. Asked‘about Spencer’s choice of 
the three-cylinder Lawson said, “I 
felt he would do it a long time ago, 
even at South Africa. It looks so bad. 
It looks like they failed. But it should 
be a good race. If he goes a lot faster 
then maybe we’re in trouble.” 

Rob McEInea, on the former Barry 
Sheene Heron Suzuki, was pleased to 
have qualified third. “Until the track 
dried out there was little I could do,” 
the 24-year-old former steelworker 
said. “In the morning I did the test- 
ing I wanted to and by the afternoon 
my mechanics had everything sorted 
out. To be honest, I feel I can go faster 
in the race.” 

To prove his point, McEInea tried 
to jet into the lead off the start, even 
though the Hondas of Spencer, Has- 
lam and Mamola plus Lawson's 
Yamaha fired first. McElnea charged 
into turn one, nearly taking Lawson 
down in front of the rest of the 4l- 
rider field. 

“McEInea just stuffed it up the 
inside and I thought ‘Here we go, 
we're all going down,’ but we kept on 
going,” said Lawson. 

Spencer moved to the point and by 
the third lap Lawson had dismissed 
Haslam and Mamola and set off after 
Spencer. On the same lap, McEInea 
crashed unhurt. Three laps later and 
Mamola was in third, but down three 
seconds to Lawson who was seven 
seconds behind Spencer and gaining. 

“The tires felt cold to me,” said 
Lawson. “It takes a long time for the 
Dunlop slicks to heat up. Michelins 
seem to heat up faster.” 


On the sixth of 30 laps the order 


read Spencer, Lawson, Mamola, ahead 
of Haslam and Roche. Although the 
order wouldn't change, there were a 
few times it could have. 

“Twas going down the hill into the 
right-hander and some Suzuki rider 
pushed me off the track,” said Law- 
son. “I was going to go around him 
on the outside and he moved over. I 
was starting to pick up the pace then 
and was gaining a second a lap. Then

I went off the track and into the mud. 
I had to put my feet down to keep 
from crashing.” 

The off-track excursion cost Law- 
son some 12 seconds and a shot at the 
victory. Spencer had a 21-second lead 
after Lawson’s mishap and Mamola 
had closed to within two seconds.‘‘I 
thought Randy would've passed me, 
but when I glanced back up the track 
as I got back on he was still behind 
me. After that I just cruised around,” 
said Lawson. “If I hadn't been run off 
the track I think I could’ve caught 
Freddie and we would have had a 
good race.” 

At the halfway point, Mamola was 
having problems. “The brakes began 
to fade,” said Mamola. “Before the 
start we weren't sure how much brake 
we would need. Freddie and I use 
bigger discs than Haslam. We had a 
little brake pad left. It would be inter- 
esting to know how much pad Ron 
had left.” 

Tire problems slowed Mamola’s 
charge also. “I had the same tires as 
Freddie, but I was sliding more in the 
corners than he was. I tried to ride the 
bike like Freddie does, but I'm still 
learning.” 

The pace of the race was slow with 
Spencer turning in the fastest lap, 


‘about seven-tenths slower than his 
‘qualifying time. 


“I never even spun the rear tire,” 
said Spencer. “I wanted to go as fast 
as I could, but as slowly as possible.” 
When asked if he could explain how 
it was that he could win so easily 
while the other Honda riders, on 
almost identical equipment, weren't 





able to challenge Lawson, Spencer 
diplomatically replied, “I rode the 


‘bike for two years and we basically 


did very well.” 

At the end, Spencer had 16 seconds 
on Lawson and 42 on Mamola. It was 
the second American 1-2-3 finish of 
the year and kept alive an American 
winning streak. The last 500cc GP 
win by a non-American was at Silver- 
stone at the British GP in August of 
1982. Francé Uncini clinched his title 
in that race. - 

The World Championship was on 
the riders’ minds in Germany. “The 
fact is,” Spencer began, “that if Eddie 
finishes every race in second. and I 
win them all, he wins the title. There 
are seven GPs to go and everything 
has been going good for him. Maybe 
the luck will start turning my way.” 
On the choice of machinery he said, 
“We don’t plan to ride the three- 
cylinder in the French GP at Paul 
Ricard. I’d prefer to ride the V-4 on 
the faster tracks.” 

Mamola also has his eye on the 
four-cylinder. A ride on it would 
amount to admittance by Honda that 
Mamola has the best chance to help 
Spencer by finishing ahead of Law- 
son. “I think I have a chance to ride 
the four-cylinder in the future,” said 
Mamola cautiously. “Honda gives 
me no pressure and we know it’s pos- 
sible to beat Yamaha. Freddie’s win 
makes me more confident.” 

“I'm disappointed and happy at 
the same time,” said Lawson about 
his runner-up finish. “It’s so early in 
the season I’m still going to keep 
going pretty hard. At certain tracks 











Randy will do well,but I feel Paul 
Ricard will be a good track for us.” 
The ever-optimistic Spencer, not- 
ing the point gap, said, “Last year I 
had a 25-point lead at one time and 
the title was decided by three.” At 
which point an Italian journalist

placement of the fast machines. | 
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a 680. Roberts and Lawson, playing 
along, picked it up and started cal- 
ling it a 680 whenever they talked to 
reporters. 

That “680” is actually 695cc, a 64 x 
54mm water-cooled Square Four with 
rotary valve induction and power- 
valve exhausts. And it’s fast. This 
year Roberts showed up at Daytona 
and went through a radar trap on the 
front straight at 178 mph. (Last year 
the number was 182, but the 1983 ver- 
sion had a narrower powerband, no 
power-valve exhausts, and more peak 
power). While the radar said 178 
mph, Roberts and Lawson both said 
their bikes gained 1000 rpm after 
passing the radar trap, before they 
put on the brakes for the first turn. 

The OW69 redlines at 11000 rpm. 
It’s safe to assume that the bike was at 
about 10000 rpm in the traps; the 
1000 rpm increase is 10%. A corres- 
ponding 10% increase in road speed is 
17.8 mph. Add that to the 178 mph 
the radar read, and Roberts was hit- 
ting 195.8 mph at Daytona. 

Roberts is a three-time World 
Champion; many believe him to be 
the greatest motorcycle road racer of 
all time. 

But when he first rode the OW69 
during a test session at Laguna Seca 
last year, he came in shaking his 
head, telling tire technicians and me- 
chanics at the scene “That thing is 
fast!” 

Roberts used the bike to win the 
1983 Daytona 200, and was the first 
man to lap the 3.84-mile course in 
less than two minutes. He did it with 
what Yamaha Racing Manager Ken 
Clark called “the tractor motor;” a 
more powerful version of the same 
engine sat ina crate in the pits, just in 
case. 

Tractor motor or not, when the 
race was over Roberts asked the fac- 
tory to make the bike easier to ride, 
trim the horsepower, broaden the 
powerband. They did it by adding 
power valves to the exhaust and re- 
ducing peak power. 

So Roberts’ OW69 only made 148 
bhp when he wheeled it out onto the 
Daytona course to practice this year. 
He came back in and had his me- 
chanics back off the ignition timing 
2° and make the jetting richer; both 
reduced power and wheelspin off the 
corners. 

Roberts won the race, going the 
entire 200 miles on a single rear tire. 
Team Honda’s Freddie Spencer and 
Roberts’ Yamaha teammate Eddie 
Lawson both pitted with tire prob- 
lems. 

Besides Roberts, the best-known 
OW69 pilot is Eddie Lawson, who 
finished second to Roberts at Day- 
tona last year and fourth this year. “I 
don’t even try to explain to people 
what it’s like to ride,” Lawson says of 
the big Yamaha. 

“Peter Clifford rode a 500 and wrote 
that compared to a street bike, riding it 
was like jumping off a moped onto an 
RD400. And the 680 is a lot faster than 
a 500. 

“People always ask me what it’s 
like to ride; but what can I tell them? 
They can’t understand. It’s fast. 

“At Daytona, Kenny had them back 
the timing off on it, way off, and 
made it real lazy off the corners. He 
wanted to save the tires. He told me 
about it after the race. But I didn’t 
want to do that anyway. I wouldn’t 
have done it. Because knowing how 
good the tire was last year, I was 
going for it. I wanted all the power I 
could get. 

“I was going by what Dunlop told 
us last year after the race, that the tires 
would have gone another 50 miles. I 
thought I could speed it up and make 
the difference. So this year I gassed it 
up. Kenny didn’t. During the race I 
wondered why he was accelerating 
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The OW69 has a hand-formed aluminum gas tank and fiberglass fairing 
and tailsection/seat. The close ups seen here show the four magnesium 
Mikuni carburetors with intake shields riveted in place — the shields keep 
the sides of the fairing from being sucked against the carburetor bell 
mouths at high rpm. Two radiators cool the engine, a large one fitted 
behind the frame downtubes and a small one hung off the front of the 
downtubes, just behind the front wheel. A combination of rubber hoses 
and aluminum tubes connect the radiators. Coils bolt to the downtubes 
and a self-generating CDI runs off the output shaft on the left side of the 
engine. The engine is a stepped Square-Four with four individual crank- 
shafts geared together at the center; the crankcases split at about a 45° 
angle — on the same plane as the cylinder bases — and the six-speed 
transmission can be removed through a cover behind the dry clutch. 


out of the corners so slowly. 

“He rode a smart race...” 

“It would smoke the tire off the 
corners,” Lawson says. “Out of turn 
one, from the scoring tower or before, 
just light up the tire until you were 
straight. 

“At the Match Races last year in 
the rain, we just could not ride ‘em. 
Kenny and I finished like fourth or 
fifth in some of the races in rain. 
They were impossible to ride. Yamaha 
wanted us to ride ‘em again this year 
and we told them no. 

“These things don’t like to slide. 
They want to high side. You turn on 
the gas and they want to stand up. So 
throttle control, is so important, you 
have to discipline yourself. They're 
difficult to ride. 

“We rode them at Laguna Seca and 
it was hard. Difficult. I didn’t enjoy it 
at all. 

“My 500 is lighter, smaller, easier 
to ride, has better power. It’s a com- 
pletely different motocycle from the 
680s. The 680s this year are good for 
Daytona because it’s all straightaways. 

“Last year they were a lot worse. 
Now you can ride it off the power- 
band. Before there was nothing there, 
then about 7500-8000 it would kick 
in, all at once, everything. 

“It's fine for Daytona. Even before, 
the first time I rode it at Daytona, I 
thought “This is the way it should feel.’ 








It felt fast. I knew it was fast. I was 
just so happy to get on a fast bike 
after riding slow garbage at Daytona 
every year for all my life.” 

What’s this OW69 really like? Com- 
paring its specifications to street bike 
tells much of the story. 

Consider the Yamaha RZ350, a 
machine noted for its light weight, 

` quick handling and excellent power. 
The TZ350 weighs 370 pounds with 
gas, has a 54.5-inch wheelbase, and 
makes 52 bhp. 

The OW69 weighs 305 pounds 
with gas, has a 53.5-inch wheelbase, 
and makes 148 bhp. It weighs less, it’s 
shorter, and it makes almost three 
times as much horsepower. 

Jump on an RZ350 after riding 
almost any other street bike and it 
feels taut and firm and quick-steering. 
Jump on it after riding an OW69 and 
it’s loose and sloppy and slow steer- 
ing, with no power. 

Probaby the best analogy to the 
OW69 is an RD350 with a GS1100 
engine stuffed into it. A 1260cc GS1100 
engine built to Pro Stock drag racing 
specs. 

Like Lawson says, the OW69 wants 
to straighten up anytime the gas is 
on; it feels like it wants to flick the 
rider off the high side and carry on by 
itself. That makes it hard to change 
direction when the engine’s on the

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For a mortal, riding an OW69 is an awe-inspiring experience; it’s scary, but good enough for a one-time pilot to 
know anybody with a TZ750 or a four-stroke is wasting his time if there’s an OW69 on the racetrack. The bike is 
narrow, as seen in fore and aft views, and low, the seat coming to mid-thigh on an average-height rider. This is a 
small motorcycle in every way except performance. 








Roberts prefers an 18-inch magnesium front wheel; discs are 12.6-inch, with floating titanium mounts and 
cut-out aluminum carriers. Calipers are four-piston, magnesium Brembos. Reservoir on the front of the hand-built 
forks accepts nitrogen and works like a typical shock remote reservoir. Rear wheel is also 18-inch magnesium, 
with a 10-inch rigidly mounted disc and a Yamaha twin-piston caliper and a floating, frame-mounted stay arm. 
Instrumentation is limited to a tachometer, showing 11,000 rpm redline, and water temperature gauge. Pad next 
to quick-fill system vent keeps the rider’s helmet from hitting the tank when he’s tucked in over bumps. Top triple 
clamp is machined out of magnesium. Knobs on fork caps allow adjustments.

powerband; it takes a lot of muscle to 
turn left-right then. 

But when it comes to the straight- 
away, the OW69 has no peer. It may 
be hard to ride at Laguna or Willow 
or in the rain, but for a long track, a 
big straightaway or a steep-banked 
bowl, it doesn’t get any better than an 
OW69. This is the king of steam, a 
bike capable of getting the front end 
light with the shift into sixth, of lift- 
ing the front end exiting almost any 
turn. 

Roberts may ride his OW69 at 
Laguna Seca this year; Lawson’s ar- 
guing forcefully for a 500. If Roberts 
does ride the OW69, it'll be worth the 
price of admission just to see it in its 
last racetrack outing; unless some- 
thing drastic happens soon, Formula 
One rules will limit two-strokes to 
500cc next season. 

In Roberts’ hands, the OW69 should 
win the race, handful or not. 

In the hands of just about anybody 
else on the track, it would be flipping 
over backwards and spinning out at 
every other corner. e

In talking with Carol Hall and the 
National AMA office, she said “Every 
parent should try it.” They would 
then realize just what is involved, 
appreciate the scorers more, and also 
benefit by understanding the system 
of scoring.

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Test: Suzuki RM250E 





Mid-range 
power and 
suspension magic 
make a winner 


By Kit Palmer 


In 1982, Suzuki was the undisputed king of 
the 250cc class with the RM250Z. It had more 
horsepower than any 250, and the Full Floater 
rear suspension was far superior to the com- 


petition. 

A year later, Suzuki intro- 
duced the 1983 RM250X; it 
looked the same except for a new 
tank decal, yellow fork legs, a blue 
seat and aluminum shock struts. But 
internal engine changes made the 
250X slower; and suspension changes 
hurt the handling. That’s when 
Honda’s CR250R took over the 250cc 
class, and brand new ’83 RMs can 
still be found at many Suzuki shops. 

Suzuki wants the number-one title 
back for ’84, and the company’s great 
yellow hope is the works-replica 
RM250E. The new RM-E looks start- 
lingly trick, with new-styled fenders 
and a bright blue frame in a serious 
package of old and new. 

The motor isn't radically changed. 
It’s still a water-cooled, single-cylinder 
two-stroke with dual radiators, 70 X 
64mm bore and stroke, and a reed 
valve. Actual piston displacement is 
246cc and compression ratio is 8.5:1. 

Porting is slightly changed, the 
exhaust ports reshaped. There’s a 
new pipe, the expansion chamber no 
longer crossing the bike under the 
seat; instead, it comes up on the right 
and hides behind the side panel and 
is silenced by a new aluminum muf- 
fler, which replaces the old steel one. 
The silencer is lighter and 10mm 





larger in diameter, but unfortunately 
is not rebuildable. 


The '82 and SO RMs used a 38mm 
flat slide Mikuni carburetor, while 
the SA drops to a 36mm flat slide 
Mikuni. 

The wet, multi-plate clutch is the 
same, but the five-speed transmission 
gears are now made of the same steel 
alloy as used in Suzuki works machin- 
ery, nickle-chrome-molybdenum steel; 
that increases strength by 20%. Gear 
ratios are the same with a 50-tooth 
rear sprocket and a 14-tooth counter- 
shaft sprocket. The chain is a 520KD 
D.I.D. 


The new airbox is a welcome 
change. Since the first Full-Floater 
RM in 1981, the air filter arrange- 
ment was too complicated, a real joke 
to service. There were four separate 
foam elements, two located on each 
side of the bike. For servicing, both 
side panels and two airbox doors had 
to be removed. That problem is now 
history. The RM-E has a works-styled 
airbox located on the left side, with 
just one element. On the outside of 
the airbox are four circular indenta- 
tions that can be cut out for better 
breathing. The whole system is sano. 

The frame and suspension received 
major modifications. The blue- 
painted chrome-moly frame is now a 
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The Suzuki's powerplant is a relatively mild one. However, it has enough 
mid range to be a serious threat to its competition. 





works copy. It has a single downtube 
that splits before it reaches the exhaust 
manifold. 

The Full Floater suspension re- 
ceived fine detailing. Shock linkages 
are revamped and a lighter spring is 
used. Wheel travel is 13 inches. 

The remote-reservoir Kayaba sin- 
gle shock is fully adjustable for pre- 
load, with four compression and four 
rebound damping settings. However, 
access to the adjustments is rather dif- 
ficult. Rebound adjustments require 
that the seat and right side panel be 
removed, while the reservoir must be 
detached from the frame to get to the 
compression damping. And even 
worse, the shock should be removed to 
adjust preload. 

Like last year, the shock struts are 
made of aluminum alloy but are 
much shorter. The aluminum box- 
type swingarm is redesigned. The 
rear section of the swingarm is indent- 
ed to protect the axle nut from rocks 
and berms, but that makes it impos- 
sible to get anything but a socket 





around the nut. There are times when 
chain adjustments must be done 
quickly, and one tool, such as a cres- 
cent wrench, used to get the job done 
in one swoop. But noooo! A 22mm 
socket must be kept in the Suzuki 
rider's toolbox at all times. 

The 43mm Kayaba forks no longer 
have yellow legs, but do sport yellow 
leg protectors and blue boots. Wheel 
travel is increased from 11.2 to 11.8 
inches, and the forks have eight com- 
pression damping settings. (Accord- 
ing to Suzuki, each turn equals a 4% 
change.) 

Suzuki hasn't jumped into the front 
disc brake game yet, relying on the 
double leading-link set up. 

The rear brake pedal is protected 
by a new, aluminum rock guard at- 
tached to the frame with two bolts. 

Rims are aluminum alloy, with 
straight-pull spokes and a conical 
front hub. 

Last year, Suzuki was the only one 
of the big four not to offer a safety 
seat; but at least the RM’s seat was 








blue. The RM-E finally has a safety 


seat and the blue is much brighter. 

The tank, radiator shrouds, fend- 
ers and side panels are completely re- 
designed. The new decals are no 
longer placed on the tank, so worries 
of decals bubbling up and peeling are 
gone. 

The handlebars are painted gold, 
and a new dust/water cover seals the 
throttle-case housing. 

Starting the Suzuki gives no prob- 
lems. When cold, it always fires on 
the third or fourth kick, and usually 
on the first and second kick when 
warm. The petcock is located on the 
left side of the fuel tank, while the 
choke lever is on the right. 

Clutch engagement isn’t one of the 
Suzuki’s best features. The lever is 
hard to pull in, a problem with RMs 
for some time. Luckily, the clutch 
works well and the lever doesn’t have 
to be pulled all the way in. Dropping 
the RM into gear while idling doesn’t 
produce a loud “‘clunk” from the 
transmission. 

The first thing we noticed about 
the RM’s power is that it doesn’t have 
a lot of low end, but that isn’t any- 
thing new for Suzuki. Back in EO the 
RM-Z was ultra-fast on top, but many 
riders complained it didn’t have 
enough low end; they were right. 
Porting was unchanged in '83, but 
Suzuki installed a heavier flywheel 
and changed the ignition hoping to 
achieve better low end — it didn’t 
work. Instead, the ’83 RMs were slow 
revvers, and the new ignition didn’t 
supply enough juice on top to make 
up the difference in the mild low end. 
The RM-E has the same flywheel 
weight, but with the slight exhaust 
port change, and the new exhaust 
pipe, it has more power throughout 
the powerband, but unfortunately, it 








still isn’t enough. 

Mid-range is where the new RM is 
most potent. It hooks up well between 
third and fourth gears, but low end 
and top end is lacking. Even though 
bottom-end punch is weak and mid- 
range is so strong, the transition 
between the two is smooth. 

The only way to ride the RM fast is 
to stay within the mid-range, and 
never rev it out. Because of this char- 
acteristic, the Suzuki works best on 
dry and slick tracks. It doesn’t waste 
time spinning its rear tire. The power 
is easy to manage and is predictable. 

Using the clutch is an important 
tool to make the RM go fast. Exiting 
tight turns, the clutch should be 
fanned to get up to mid-range as fast 
as possible. Usually one fan does the 
trick. 

If the space between turns is rela- 
tively short, the RM will get to the 
second turn almost as fast as any 250, 
but if the straight is long and smooth, 
the Suzuki rider will wish he had 
more ponies from the RM. 

Suzuki opted for the smaller car- 
buretor to aid in low end. However, 
many Suzuki owners we've talked to 
bore the carb out to a 388mm. The 
stock #300 main jet is too rich, and 
the extra jets that come with the bike 
are all richer. We dropped the jet 
down to a #280 and were pleased with 
the results. If the stock jetting is 
maintained, the silencer will become 


clogged with oil that hinders power. 


What the Suzuki lacks in sheer 
horsepower is made up for in suspen- 
sion. The RM easily outhandles any 
250cc motocrosser we've thrown a leg 
over. The rear Full Floater suspen- 
sion worked so well out of the crate 
we did not change a thing. 

The only complaint about the rear

end is that it is too stiff over small, 
squared-off bumps, but that problem 
goes away the harder the bike is rid- 
den. The Suzuki shines over the gnarly 
stuff. The rougher the track, the bet- 
ter the RM handles. 

Landing off skyscraper jumps is 
smoothly accomplished; with over a 
foot of rear travel, touchdown is almost 
unnoticed. 

The forks work well but notas well 
as the rear suspension. At high speeds, 
the front end shakes a bit over small 
bumps and becomes worse while 
braking. But that problem is only 
noticed on a grand prix-type course, 
not on most motocross tracks. 

The RM turns better than its prede- 
cessor, but is still more comfortable 
out in the berms. Cutting a turn tight 
requires the rider’s weight transferred 
far forward, his shoulder over the 
handlebars. 

Braking isn’t one of the Suzuki's 
strong points. The brakes can’t be 
compared to competitive disc brake 
set ups. However, when it comes to 
handling over braking bumps, the 
rear -end doesn’t hop around: Bhe 





RM does chatter quite a bit because of 
the chain slapping against the nylon 
slider protecting the top of the swing- 
arm. The stock Bridgestone tires work 
well. 

The bar/peg/seat relationship feels 
a little awkward compared to most 
mid-size racers. The back end sticks 
up, while the front of the bike sits 
low, giving a “‘pre-endo”’ feel. Seat 
comfort is first rate, but the rear sec- 
tion is too thin. 

Thanks to the exhaust pipe, the 
Suzuki sends a vibration through the 
rider’s arms, and it rattles heavily. 
The exhaust pipe springs aren’t strong 
enough to keep the pipe from dang- 
ling around inside the exhaust man- 
ifold. The noise is very annoying. 

All the controls are easy to find and 
use. The handlebars have a comfort- 
able bend, and the grips held up well. 

The RM-E is by far the best 250cc 
motocrosser from Suzuki. Although 
the engine could use more power, the 
RM can’t be considered slow. And 
considering its superb suspension, 
the combination is very tough to beat

Honda

When we tested the Honda CR250R earlier 





Suzuki RM250E vs. 











this year, we were very impressed how well it 
performed. Although it was the first 1984 
Japanese 250 we tested, we knew the Honda 


would be tough to beat. 


However, after testing the 
Suzuki RM250E, we felt the 
RM has a chance at that honor. 
So we decided to ride these two ma- 
chines in a brief head-to-head com- 
parison. 

Both bikes were box stock and 
fairly used. Suspension was set at fac- 
tory specifications. 

First impression is that the Honda 
is easier to hop on and ride fast; the 
Suzuki takes a longer adjustment 
period. Even sitting on the two, the 
Honda feels more comfortable because 
it sits lower and more level. The 
Suzuki stands tall in the back and low 
in the front. 

Off the line, the Honda has the 
advantage. It has more low-end power 
than the Suzuki. The Suzuki almost 
makes up for it when both bikes hit 
mid-range, the Suzuki gaining ground 
on the Honda. But just when the RM 
pulls alongside, the CR again starts 
pulling away. 

On a dry, and slick track, though, 
the underpowered Suzuki becomes a 
weapon. The power on the Suzuki is 
easier to manage exiting turns: It 
doesn’t have the tendency to slide 
sideways, forcing the rider to let off 
the gas. By the time the RM hooks 
up, the rider has already created 
enough momentum to keep the bike 
straight. 

The Honda likes to slide out as 
soon as the gas is applied, so throttle 
control and body English plays an 
important role, but that creates more 
fatigue. (Note: Both bikes had the 
same rear tire). The Honda’s extra 
power means extra work on slippery 
tracks. 

But when there is plenty of trac- 
tion, the Honda engine is plainly bet- 
ter. 

The Suzuki's suspension is yards 
better than the Honda’s. When new, 
the Honda Pro-Link suspension 
works exceptionally well, but the 
Showa shock quickly wears out. Then 
the back end bottoms easily and is 
unstable over rough terrain at speed. 
The shock should be rebuilt after a 
few hard rides. 

The Suzuki Full Floater suspen- 
sion.works better new.and old. When 










the going gets rough, the Suzuki 
gives the rider much more confidence, 
especially at high speed. The Pro- 
Link is plusher and absorbs the small- 
er bumps better, 

Neither machine turns all that great. 
The Honda steers a litle more pre- 
cisely, and it likes to hug the inside of 
turns more than the Suzuki does. 

Kayaba forks are used on the Suzuki, 
while Showas are found on the Honda. 
Both work well out of the crate, but 
the Kayabas get the nod. Both need 
some work but the Suzuki's are closer, 
stock. 

Without a doubt, the Honda out- 
brakes the Suzuki. The Honda’s disc 
front brake works much better than 
the Suzuki’s double-leading-shoe. 

Both bikes have shoe rear brakes 
that work about the same, but the 
Suzuki handles the stutter bumps 
better: Hitting the same braking bump 
on both bikes, the Honda kicks higher 
than the Suzuki. 

When it comes to jumping, the 
Suzuki is more predictable in the air. 
The RM doesn’t do unwanted tricks, 
which comes in handy at Supercross- 
style tracks. 

Vibration is a problem on the 
Suzuki, and is non-existent on the 
Honda. This means there is less 
chance of the rider’s forearms pump- 
ing up on the CR. 

These two bikes are opposites: The 
Suzuki is tall, the Honda low. The 
Suzuki's power is all in the mid- 
range, while the Honda boasts down- 
low and on-top. The Suzuki handles 
best over large bumps, while the 
Honda's best over smaller bumps. 
The only thing these two bikes have 
in common is that they are both built 
in Japan and have blue safety seats. 
Choosing between the two is tough: 
The rider must trade one thing for 
another. 

Both bikes have been very reliable, 
but the Suzuki’s suspension seems to 
work better longer. 

At first we liked the Honda best 
because it is easier to ride and has 
more power. However, the more we 
rode the Suzuki, the more we liked it. 
Deciding which one is better is a 
tough decision, but the key factor is 
choosing between horsepower or sus- 
pension — we choose suspension. @

Ferrell a terror at

The “Dangerous One,” Dubb 
Ferrell, turned in a stellar per-

ucts factory Jawa to win both the 
Handicap and Scratch mains at the 
Orange County Fairgrounds. 

The first attempt to run the Han- 
dicap main was stopped on lap one 
when all six of the competitors went 
down in three separate crashes that 
amazingly took place on three separ- 
ate turns. After everyone remounted 
and regained their dignity, John Fos- 
ter took the lead from the 20 over Ed 
Castro. Castro took over when he 
slipped by on the back chute with 
Ferrell and Dave DeTemple also tak- 
ing Foster before the end of the first 
go-’round. Ferrell quickly hunted 
down Castro and got a tremendous 
drive coming off turn two on lap two. 
He was going by “Fast Eddie” when 
they made contact, sending Castro to 
the ground and to the back of the 
pack by the time he remounted. Keith 
Chrisco had moved into second but 
was well behind Ferrell and had no 
chance of making up the distance. 
DeTemple had third in the bag until 
a broken chain forced him into the 
infield, giving third at the checkered 
to Brad Oxley. 

In the Scratch main things were 





not looking so bright for Ferrell or 
any of the other competitors when 
Kelly Moran drew the pole. Moran 
had taken wins in four of the last five 
(including the last three in a row) 
Costa Mesa Scratch mains, and he led 
the pack into the first bend. Ferrell 
dropped to the inside on the back 
chute and started making a charge at 
Moran in turn three.

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, MAY 30 
It was a night of firsts Wednes- 
day at John LaDouceur’s Inland 
Motorcycle Speedway. It was the 
first time the Italian-made GM 
motor had ever been raced at the 
track. It ended up being the first time 
the same motor had won a main 
event in the USA and the first time 
Brad Oxley had ever won a Scratch 
main at IMS. 

Oxley (Coors/Joe Jones Distri- 
buting/Cirello/Bel-Ray/Simpson/ 
Oakley/NGK) was using a motor 
owned by four-time World Champion 
Barry Briggs and it was in the back- 
up bike of current World Champion 
Egon Muller when he won the crown 
in Norden, West Germany last sum- 
mer. Mike Curoso got the gate from 
the number two spot with Oxley 
pulling alongside on the back chute. 
They battled side by side, Oxley down 
low with Curoso bouncing through 
the cushion until the cushion finally 
won the battle and sent Curoso down 
near the end of lap two. Mike Faria 
inherited second at that point with 
Gene Woods moving up to third but 
there was no denying Oxley his first- 
ever IMS win two lengths ahead of 
Faria. 

Keith “Snakeman” Larsen (KRW/

By Bev Wes) captured his first IMS 
Handicap main in quite a few years 
from the 20-yard line. Cary Faas was 
the initial leader from the zero until 
“Snakeman” flashed by coming off 
turn two on the second revolution. 
Keith Chrisco, who has been red hot 
since coming out of retirement, took 
Faas for second on the next go-’round 
but he was unable to catch Larsen 
over the final two circuits. Finishing 
behind the lead duo was Alan Chris- 
tian with Dubb Ferrell fourth.

Thompson, however is prov- 
ing to be the dominant force and beat 
Hedge hands-down for the 80cc win 
and came back to stormtroop the 
125cc A main contestants, where he 
took the win over Hedge. 

Wick (500 Hon) came to ride a ba- 
sically stock CR500 to see what it 
would do in the big-bore classes, and 
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came up with a holeshot over the 
500cc Experts into turn one, and 
through the TT’s dog-leg section.

In the 250s, Steve Walker 
and Ray Edwards battled for six laps, 
trading the lead, before Walker even- 
tually prevailed. Tony Simpson led 
the 125s out of the gate right up to the

Mike Crowell (Newberg Honda/ 
Ceet) put two great rides together to 
lay claim to the 125cc Expert class. 
Crowell took over the top spot dur- 
ing the first lap of both races and 
never looked back taking both wins. 
KTM America’s Steve Cooper prob- 
ably worked the hardest of anyone in 
the class in taking second overall and 
both runner-up finishes to Crowell. 
Cooper came from mid-pack starts in 
each race and worked his way up past 
everyone except the fleeing Crowell. 
Another KTM rider, Gard Hollinger, 
of Alki KTM took both thirds for 
third overall with Aaron Shardelman 
and David Thompson putting in 
consistent rides for fourth and fifth 
overall. 

Can anyone stop the “Teddy Bear?” 
If one rider deserves credit for great 
performances thus far in the series 
Troy Stewart should be a top candi- 
date. Sponsored by Yamaha East and 
his parents, Stewart has dominated 
the 125cc B class so far to the tune of 
all six moto wins thus far in the series 
in one of the largest classes. Today 
Stewart took his fifth and sixth wins 
of the series by a safe distance over 
Beaverton Honda's Kurt Rogstad who 
scored both seconds. John Calhoun 
and Garrett Powers traded thirds and 
fourths, with Calhoun taking third 
overall with his second moto third.

Larter held on for second with Sher- 
rell, Cooper, Kocher and Williams 
third through sixth.

Michlitsch, Tyler 
shine at Woodland 
Gold Cup

Tim Michlitsch (Yamaha sup- 
port-Malcolm Smith-ATK- 
FMF) was the dominant factor 
at the third round of the Yama- 


ha Gold Cup as far as the 125cc Pro- 
fessionals went, while Scott Tyler 
(Team Jofko-Lynnwood Yamaha) put 
in a great, two-moto sweep to lay 
claim to the 250cc class and Mike 
Larson (Honda-support/Hi-Point) 
kept a Yamaha sweep from occuring 
as his 2-1 tally edged Tyler’s 1-2. 
The first round of 125 action found 
21 riders lining up at the gate for the 
start. Michlitsch timed the gate per- 
fectly and was first around turn one, 
but a trio of Kawasaki riders — 
including Larin Inman, Rob Watilo 
and Craig Stanaway — couldn’t deade 
who should follow Michlitsch, and 
wound up on the ground. Enumclaw 
Kawasaki’s Marvin Waldo, Lynn 
wood Yamaha's Cory Klaudt, and 





Suzuki-mounted Brett Tremblay took 
the second, third and fourth spots 
while the pack started to settle into 
the first lap. By the third lap, Mich- 
litsch, Waldo and Klaudt had eight 
seconds on Hi-Point Honda rider 
Steve Oster. However, Oster moved 
to third at the start of the fourth lap 
after Klaudt layed it down. From that 
point on, Michlitsch had clear sail- 
ing, and he took the win while Waldo 
and Oster put in outstanding rides 
for second and third. 

The second stanza again found 
Michlitsch with a nice holeshot while 
Pro newcomer Richie Lee, Klaudt, 
Inman and Watilo were in close pur- 
suit. Michlitsch immediately put 
ground between himself and the rest 
of the field and by the halfway mark 
was in clear command. The positions 
behind him though, were up for 
grabs as Klaudt, Waldo, Pro-Caliber’s 
Jeff Cropper and Watilo jockeyed for 
positions. Waldo was probably the 
most aggresive rider on the track as 
he gained ground and blew by Klaudt 
on lap nine. Michlitsch cruised to his 
second win of the day and extended 
his points lead, while Waldo’s fine 
ride netted him another second. 

Scott Tyler was all smiles after his 
double-moto sweep of the 250cc Pro 
class. Wonderboy Steve Smith led the 
start of the first race while Tyler, 
Cropper and Honda-mounted Rob 
Bass followed. But within the first 
lap, Tyler had quickly assumed the 
top spot. 

By lap four, Tyler had stretched 
out a nice lead over Yamaha sup- 
port/MX Fox rider Doug Lange, who 
had put in a strong charge to take 
second. Smith, Cropper and Larson 
followed the pair, with Larson mov- 
ing up one spot the next lap. Posi- 
tions stayed the same until lap seven 
when Larson slid out, allowing Jeff 
Chapman past. On lap nine Chap- 
man berzerked his way past Smith, 
sending the Suzuki rider off the course 
to lose several positions. By the final 
lap, Tyler and Lange were long gone 
taking the top two spots while Lar- 
son worked his way up into third. 
Chapman, Bass and Cropper were 
fourth through sixth. 

The second moto start belonged to 
Lange, with Tyler and Airway 
Heights Yamaha's Gary Kuest right 
behind him. Wes Clark, Cagiva- 
mounted Rick Burgett and Smith 
were the next three riders in line. By 
the end of lap one, Tyler had assumed 
the leading spot. On lap three, Bur- 
gett moved past Kuest into third, 
while Larson did the same to take the 
fourth spot the following lap.

Honda-support rider Rodney 
Keller in a second moto 250cc 
Pro shootout, which reversed the first 
moto finishes and gave the overall to 
White at Mulkey O.R.V. Park’s second 
race of the 1984 season. Grayson Hart 
(Sun Products/LRD Honda) took 
the Open Pro class using the same 2-1 
score, and Suzuki rider Larry Hoe- 
fenbredl took the 125cc Pro class by 
storm, winning the first moto and 
getting second in moto two behind 
Hart, this time on a Kawasaki.

White and Kevin Jansen (Hon) 
followed on the opening lap, but 
second position changed when Jansen 
jammed his way past White to go 
after Keller, who was beginning to 
pull away. Jansen challenged Keller 
at the midway point and rode “Radi- 
cal Rodney’s”’ rear wheel for five laps 
when he hit the wire retaining fence 
and crashed, putting White and Ron 
Sun (Suz) into the top three, followed 
by Jere Meeker (Cag) and Loch 
Names. A noticeable charge being 
made was by Rick Bozarth (Suz), who 
came from nearly last to hound Meek- 
er for fourth, and nabbing the posi- 
tion when Meeker slowed. Keller had 
acommanding lead and took the win 








by a large margin to beat White, Sun, 
Bozarth and Names. 

Moto two had White get the jump 
and lead Keller, Sun and Names. 
White and Keller provided the closest 
racing of the entire day as the two 
duked it out left and right, until 
Keller stalled, giving White some 
breathing room. Keller made a late 
charge, but his fine ride came to a 
hault when he bailed off in the 
whoops. He remounted quickly 
enough to hold off Sun and his 
Suzuki for second, a good eighth-lap 
behind White, who went 2-1 for first. 
Keller’s 1-2 was good for second and 
Sun’s 3-3 combination put him third. 

Bozarth led a large field of Open 
Pro contestants in the initial laps of 
the dusty, rough 30-minute moto. 
Grayson Hart (Hon) ran close to 
second to Bozarth and the two pulled

Green great at 
Sidewinders 
TT opener

CLACKAMAS, OR, MAY 18 
National number 24 Randy 
Green flew his Honda across 
the line for a win in a crash- 
marred Expert main event win 


at Sidewinders/AMA Pro TT opener 
in Clackamas. Green took the lead 
after early leader Mickey Fay’s demise 
on his Wood-Rotax. Ryan Fisher 
(Simpson/Garner Yamaha) won an 
exciting Junior main event after a 
12-lap battle with Chris Fitzhugh. 
Washington riders packed a 1-2 punch 
in the Novice main with Mark Illian 
yielding to tricky Randy Roose in the 
last turn for Roose to pick up his first 
AMA Pro win. 

Time trials started off the program 
on the slick course with Fay’s Rotax 
blistering toa 15.15-second lap, qual- 
ifying fastest. Second was Jeff Camp- 
bell’s Can-Am. Campbell clocked in 
at 15.20, followed by Green (15.22) 
and Charlie Barkman (KTM), who 
posted a 15.25 to finalize the trophy 
dash for the Experts. Top Junior 
qualifyer was Fisher ona 500 Yamaha 
at 15.37, followed by the 15.45 of 
Rotax rider Brian McGonigal. 

Expert heat races were superb, pit- 
ting countless numbers of National- 
ly-ranked riders. From each heat, the 
top three took direct tickets to the 
main. The best heat race came in the 
third, five-lap slugfest which was to 
be a sneak preview of the main. 
Thomas McCullough (Lou Kinish 
Triumph) and Green led coming 
down the hill, until he got around 
McCullough for the win, with Na- 
tional number 74 Mike Sullivan third. 
The rest of the field came from a sin- 
gle, eight-rider semi, which took the 
top three and put Campbell, Brad 
Hurst (Tri), and Washington's Duane 
Gerrard in the final. 

Gone are the days of the 250cc two- 
stroke in AMA Professional TT rac- 
ing in the Northwest. Novices are 
now eligible to ride 500cc four-strokes; 
and eleven of twelve were on similar 
machinery. The Novice main, which 
opened up the 1984 Pro dirt track 
season, Mark Illian and nemisis Ran- 
dy Roose (BBRP/Kleen Taps/Nymo 
Plates/Olson Auto Body) shot into 
the lead at the green. They put a con- 
siderable margin on third place, the 
lone 250cc rider, Bill Taylor of Cali- 
fornia. Taylor fended off a pack — 
consisting of Kenny Wheaton, Matt 
Holm and Marty Zirbel — to finisha 
fine third. The real surprise was a 
finish line pass that Roose put on 
Illian to snag the win by a wheel- 
length*at the checkered flag. 

Fisher and Fitzhugh had a good 
thing going while leading the Junior 
main event, until a massive pile-up 
nixed action. Once things settled 





down, the duo were back out front 
and sailing, leaving the other 10 con- 
testants a distance back. In third, 
Honda-mounted Kirk Howard rode 
at a rapid pace, but couldn’t catch 
Fitzhugh and Fisher, who took turns 
leading. In the late stages of the race, 
Fisher took the lead for good, and 
motored on to the checkered by a very 
small margin over the pesky Fitzhugh, 
Howard, and Gary Trull (C-A). The 
surprise of the main, Robert Horban 
(Suz), made the Junior final on a 250 
to round out the top five. 

Fay was in first and Hurst last 
when the 12 Expert finalists rounded 
turn one and for 15 exciting laps, and 
all eyes were focused on those riders. 
Fay, Green, McCullough and Bark- 
man led coming down the hill, with 
Ron Adams, teammate Frank Word 
III and Barry Pelkey (C-A) in the 
hunt, jockeying for positions. Hurst 
put on the most spirited charge of the 
night, picking off riders lap after lap, 
and by the halfway point, had moved 
to sixth behind Adams and Mike Sul- 
livan. Green, McCullough, and Bark- 
man led. Missing from the picture 
was early leader Fay, who unloaded 
on the downhill corner on the slick- 
er-than-usual course and handed the 
lead over to Green, who in turn 
yielded to McCullough’s mighty 750 
Triumph. McCullough would only 
lead for another lap when Green took 
it back, and charged off, in search of 
the checkered flag. McCullough faded 
back with problems, letting Bark- 
man run second until Hurst made a 
gutsy pass on the downhill. No one 
rides the track like Hurst who charged 
past Adams, Pelkey and Barkman to 
nab second at the flag. He put all 
750cc in overdrive, but couldn't catch 
Green’s N-D/Pro-Fuel/Simpson/Lil- 
lie/Bel-Ray-sponsored Honda 600, 
winner of the event.

For this event CRC managed to 
stuff a five-mile course onto the val- 
ley floor of Indian Dunes, but there 
were no drown-out water crossings 
unless one had insufficient velocity 
when attempting the river jump. 

Mark White immediately took the 
lead of the Open Class and was never 
challenged by anyone in his class. 
Ron Lewis was second for about half 
a lap but elected to take the bridge 
rather than the river jump, a costly 
five-second choice. Ron Baker seized 
the opportunity and leapt over the 
river to catch and pass Lewis at the 
next turn. Baker, one of CRC’s top 
ATV riders, was moving well on two 
wheels but so was Mike Mangold. 
Mangold pulled up on Baker and 
managed to slip by to take second at 
the finish. 

Marco Folchi was at the head of the 
250cc Pro pack with Tom Engel and

Daft, Hawthorne 
tops in Texas

ARLINGTON, TX, May 13 
Tension was high at the fifth 
and final round of the GNC 
Texas Series where holeshot 
artist Dennis Daft and “Mr. 


Consistent” Dennis Hawthorne were 
awarded overall series wins in the 125 











and 250cc Pro classes. Daft utilized 
cat-like reflexes and determined rid- 
ing to capture both holeshots and a 
2-1 score, netting him overalls for the 
day and the series. Honda support 
rider Bryan Abernathy nabbed the 
first 125cc Pro moto win after an 
intense duel with Daft, but problems 
in the second round dropped him to 
seventh, enabling Daft to cruise for 
the easy win. “The Killer” Carroll 
Richardson was fierce on the superb 
Wolf Creek course with a 3-2 score for 
second overall for the day and the 
series. 

The 250cc Pro class resembled a 
rollerball affair with Team Green's 
Dennis Hawthorne and Carter Yama- 
ha’s Kirk Spencer locked together for 
a two-moto-long war. The duo were 
never more than a few bikelengths 
apart, and both displayed their awe- 
some riding skill, utilizing every inch 
of the course. Hawthorne topped the 
first battle keeping Spencer at bay, 
but the second moto battle saw bar 
banging and eventually bar-tangling 
action leaving Hawthorne temporar- 
ily on the ground and Spencer cruis- 
ing for the win. Spencer won the 
day’s battle but Hawthorne prevailed 
over the series war deserving the title 
of Texas’ best 250cc rider for ‘84. 
Houston's Larry Hughes rode super- 
bly on his Suzuki for a 6-4 day anda 
fourth overall series spot. 

The battle of the Minis continued 
with Jason Langford and Jason Up- 
shaw going head to head in each of 
their six motos. The Jasons were out 
front and flying, posting lap times 
comparable to the 125cc Pros. Lang- 
ford was wide open in the Senior and 
Stock classes with perfect scores, but 
Upshaw was the upset in the 105cc 
class, besting Langford in the second 


‘moto duel for the overall win. Mag- 


nolia’s Scott Thomas again posted 
top finishes all day and was awarded 
the runner-up spot in Senior and 
Stock series overalls. Justin Otto 
nailed down several number three 
slots for the day and was awarded 
runner-up trophy in the 105cc class 
behind the invinceable Langford. 

Intermediate action was plentiful 
with all battling for valuable series 
points. Chad Parker was hot in the 
125s, posting perfect scores for the 
day, but previous inconsistencies net- 
ted him third overall for the series. 
Mesquite’s Keith Foytik calculated 
what he had to do, and witha 2-4 day 
was awarded he series overall win.

Riding 
with rain tires in the first heat, Lee 
Cochran and his impossible 500cc 
Single Yamaha took another amazing 
win. Dick followed him but was not 
able to get past. Holden wadded up 
his ride when he lost it at the top of 
turn three. Cochran’s tires in the 
second heat proved to be the wrong 
choice. The track had dried consider- 
ably. This time Dick took over and 
held Cochran back to second. Chasing 
in a distant third was Holden. 

With Dick not riding the Superbike 
race, Holden looked like an easy win. 
That is, until Sean Phillips started to 
pump up the pace. The first heat had 
them finish one and two. Phillips 
mounted fresh tires between heats. It 
looked like he was going to do more 
than threaten in the second round. 
Unfortunately, turn three on the third 
lap proved to be his downfall. “I 
guess I wanted to win too much,” he 
said. 

Holden again ran away with the 
checkered flag. 

Father/son sidecar team, Dave/ 
Ashley Wildman ran away from the 
field as usual. Second was taken by 
another son, John and his partner 
Rick Davison. 





Formula Two win went to Mike 
Sullivan. This was a continuation of 
the first places that he began in 
Portland at the start of the series. 
Paul Pieroli gave him a good fight 
before mechanical difficulties side- 
lined him between two corners. 

When he didn’t come around that 
lap, the officials became concerned. 
The corner marshals had not seen 
him crash or leave the track. Racing 
was stopped, a search begun and the 
ambulance sent out. Pieroli was quite 
surprised by all the commotion when 
he walked into the pits a few minutes 
later — in fine shape.
